650,000 were Issued and R. TS. Bennett, ex 
M.P., said the witness, took 1,500 shares 
of each, for which he paid $300,000. Tle 
did not know for whom Mr. LDennet? 
bought this stock. 

The Net Profits. 

Starting with a turn over of 6,000,000 
bushels of grain in 1912-13, Mr, MacFarlane 
presented figures to show that in 1917-18 
the turn over was 54,000,000 bushels. The 
net profits were as follows: 

1912-1918, £823.826: 1918-1914, $459,819; 
1914-1915, $926.260: 1915-1916, $808,260; 1916 
1917, $2,178,306; 1917-1918, $1,779,635. The 
replacement and reserve fund on August 
15, 1918, was $1.500.000 and the amount 
carried over $1,559,729, making a total of 
$4,059,729 or more than the original capi 
tal

OTTAWA, July ~The government has 
decided that it cannot recede from the 
policy it has so far pursued in the matter 
of locked-out postal workers in Winnipeg. 
Tonight a delegation of members of the 
amalgamated postal workers took a train 
back to the west, having failed in an at 
tempt to persuade the rhument to re 
cousider its polley of making permanent 
appointment of postal employees who act 
ed as strike breakers when the regular 
postal employees came out on a sympa 
thetic strike on May 15, 

The delegation was composed of C. sj 
verts, president of the Amalgamated Pos. 
tal Workers, Victoria; L. Pickup, Winnt 
peg; J. V. Joluston, Winnipeg, and A 
Venables, Calgary 

“We came at the request of the strik- 
ers,” nald Mr. Siverts tonight, “with a view 
to securing a modification of the position 
the government has taken on this quex 
tion.

on the Smoky River district of the 
Peace River, some 200 miles north of 
Edmonton, leases have been cancelled 
‘by orders of Hon. Arthur Meighen, 
|minister of the interior, As a con- 
| sequence the application for the right 
to build a railway to be known as the 
| Athabasca, Grande Prairie and Ver- 
| milion rallway will go no further than 
its present stage. 
i Officials of the geological surveys 
branch have testified before the sen- 
ate committee that the coal areas in 
question is probably the richest in 
Canada and that if developed and 
connected with the main lines to the 
south it would be able to supply the 
whole of the west with a coal almost 
equal in quality to the Pennsylvania 
| anthracite. That this may come about 
{it is recommended that the government 
develop the area either on a national 
or royalty basis and that a line of 
railway 60 miles in length be at once 
constructed from the Grand Trunk 
Pacific or Canadian National railway's 
main line to the area in question. 
The leases comprise some 18,000 
acres and the coal in sight is estimated 
at from two to four hundred million 
tons. The area {is some 70 miles north 
of the Canadian National railway.

FORLI, ITALY 


GOODS DISTRIBUTED 


Orders Are Issued That Plunder- 
ed Merchandise Be Sold at 
Low Price 


FORLI, Italy, July 2.—After a great 
meeting here yesterday, in which a 
vast crowd protested against the high 
cost of living, the people, excited by 
in flamatory speeches, attacked, sack- 
ed and destroyed many shops which 
refused to sell commodities at lower 
prices, Soon the fury of the mob 
made no distinction and had no limits, 
All the principal shops were plunder- 
ed and the mobs controlled the entire 
city. They took possession of lorries 
and transported all kinds of goods 
and food supplies from the pillaged 
shops to the chamber of labor. 

On the walls of the chamber they 
wrote: 

“These goods are at the disposal of 
the people.” 

The situation grew worse during the 
day, assuming a revolutionary char- 
acter, and the mob continued to loot 
and destroy all kinds of property, The 
food riots here, however, differed 
fundamentally from those at Spezia, 
early in June. At Spezia, the rioters 
looted for their own advantage, while 
at Forli most of the wheat taken from 
the shops was transferred to the care 
of the municipality, or the chamber 
of labor, to be distributed to the peo- 
ple, or sold at low prices. 

The value of the goods stored by 
the municipality was estimated at 
8,000,900 lire. " 

The owners of those shops which 
escaped sacking brought their keys to 
the municipality, which is composed 
of socialists and republicans, and they 
had the goods sold for half price 
under the direction of the demonstrat- 
ing masses,

Bonus Payments, 

The resolution as introduced by Com 
rade McDonald, Montreal, today embodies 
some of the provisions of the “Calgary 
resolution” but leaves out certain others, 
The original Calgary document was sub 
mitted as an amendment to that put for 
ward by the resolutions committee, which 
reads: “After a preamble, setting forth the 
necessity for placing the returned soldier 
on an equal basis with the citizen whore 
earning power was not affected by mill 
tary service and war conditions, as fol 
lows:

Senate Adheres to Decision That 
Government's Measure Expire 
with Peace

OTTAWA 


to today, the senate adhered to its 
decision of last week, that the gov- 
ernment’s orders in council, in re- 


gard to the manufacture, importation 
and transportation of intoxicating 
liquors shall expire with peace and 
not continue for 12 months after the 
signing of peace. The matter came 
before the senate today in the form of 
@ measure from the commons an- 
nouncing that the house did not agree 
to the amendment of the senate to the 
government's prohibition bill, etriking 
out the 12 months post-war prohibi- 
tion. 

Sir James Lougheed, government 
leader in the senate, should not insist 
on its amendment. It was en this 
motion that the vote was recorded, In 
support of his position, Sir James 
stated that the commons had affirmed 
its position by a vote of 105 to 34. It 
was true that the action of the com- 
mons did not control the senate, but 
the commons was an elected house 
and could be said to represent popular 


sentiment in the country. 
Senator Michener held that the 
question which faced the senate was 


not so much one of temperance as of 
provincial rights. If the senate ad- 
hered to its amendment and the bill 
did not pass, the provincial rights of 
Quebec were interfered with. If the 
bill passed, the provincial rights of 
Manitoba, Alberta and British Colum- 
bia were interfered with. He thought 
the bill should be amended so that 
provincial legislation could adopt i:

ployers and workers, Immediate inquiry by experts is suggested 
with a view to early legislation as to the system of proportional re- 
presentation in parliamentary elections; also state insurance against 
unemployment, sickness, invalidity and old age.

and possibly with certain plants this 
scheme might be successfully applied. 

“The Colorado plan, or a plan eimi- 
jar to that now under experiment by 
the Imperial Oi) Company and others 
would, in our opinion, be more work- 
able. The minority commissioners did 
not find any real poverty throughout 
Canada that was not being properly 
taken care of by local Institutions and 
the minority report adds: 

“If a system of old age pensions or 
unemployment insurance were es- 
tablished, it might seriously affect the 
ambition of the worker when he had 
the full enjoyment of his physical and 
mental capacity. The opportunities af- 
forded to the industrial worker in Can- 
ada who has sufficient education to 
take advantage of them are abundant. 
In some of the most prosperous manu- 
facturing towns visited, it was found 
that ninety-six per cent. of the em- 
ployers had at one time been work- 
men, rising by industry and thrift to 
the ownership of an Industry.

The minority report concludes: 

“We would suggest as a means of 
permanent Improvement in relations
